ALCALA PARK — Several parishes 
of the San Diego diocese are reaching out 
to nominal and inactive Catholics, 
particularly Hispanics, with 
evangelization programs that feature 
door-to-door visitation. 

Some evangelical Protestant sects, as 
well as some Mormon and Jehovah 
Witness groups have targeted Hispanics, 
traditionally Catholics, as a focus of their 
proselytism. 

The Episcopal Commission of Alta- 
Baja California, comprised of bishops 
from the Baja area of Mexico and from 
California, has been addressing this issue 
and various proposed responses; last fall 
Bishop Leo T. Maher wrote to pastors 
encouraging them to organize programs

combat proselytism 


to counteract evangelism of Catholic 
Hispanics by various fundamentalist 
groups. 

One of the parishes that is responding 
to Bishop Maher’s appeal is Our Lady of 
Guadalupe in San Diego, which is 
coordinating a Hispanic evangelization 
project. 

According to coordinator Maria 
Falcon, the project is expected to begin 
soon and will be ongoing. She will be 
recruiting parishioners who will be 
trained to do home visitations, 
particularly to those families who have 
not been coming to church. 

She reported that 3,000 cards, to be 
placed on doors or windows of Catholic 
homes, are being printed with a picture of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe and a message in 
Spanish that reads: ‘“This is a Catholic 
house. We do not accept propaganda of 
other denominations or religions.”’ 


An instruction sheet is also being 
formulated, urging people not to argue 
with the various non-Catholic evangelical 
groups that knock on doors, not to attend 
their meetings and not to invite them into 
the house. 

Parish visitors will hand out the cards 
and instruction sheets, and invite people 
to come back to Mass and to Bible studies 
at the parish. 

Father Richard Brown, SJ, pastor of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe parish, said these 
various evangelical sects bring up the 
Inquisition, bad popes and priests and 
quote Scripture. 

‘*Catholics who are not knowledgeable 
of church history or of the Scripture are 
not prepared to debate these people and 
are really open targets,’’ said Father 
Brown.

Fr. Serra 
on Sept. 25

ROME — Pope John Paul II will 
beatify Father Junipero Serra, the 18th- 
century founder of nine California 
missions, Sept. 25 at the Vatican, said the 
postulator for Father Serra’s cause. 

Franciscan Father Giovanni Folguera 
said May 3 that the Franciscan 
missionary will be beatified in St. Peter’s 
Basilica. 

Father Folguera is chief postulator of 
the Franciscan Order of the Friars Minor. 
He said bishops from Majorca, Spain — 
Father Serra’s birthplace — San 
Francisco and Monterey, Calif., will 
attend the beatification. 

Jim Carpenter, vice president for Serra 
International and a member of the San 
Diego Serra Club — a group which works 
for vocations to the priesthood — said 
Serra International will also send a 
contingent to the Vatican for the 
beatification. 

Carpenter added that Serrans from 
Southern California will also be 
represented at the event. 

‘‘Our prayers have been answered,”’ 
Carpenter said, regarding the 
announcement of the beatification date. 
‘*This is a great day for Serrans; but we 
still have one step to go (for canonization) 
so we will continue to pray.”’ 

Last December the pope cleared the 
way for Father Serra’s beatification by 
approving a miracle attributed to his 


intercession. 


The beatification will be the 
culmination of a process that began in 
1934 in Monterey. 

Individuals who have been beatified 
receive liturgical honors, but only within 
a limited sphere. For example, Masses 
may be celebrated in their honor by their 
religious orders or within their countries. 

Beatification is the final step before 
canonization. For Father Serra to be 
canonized, another miracle occurring 
after his beatification must be attributed 
to his intercession and approved by the 
pope. 

Only with canonization are liturgical 
honors made universal, because the 
church has then assured Catholics 
worldwide that the person is in heaven 
and worthy of such honors. 

Born on the island of Majorca in 1713, 
Father Serra went to Mexico in 1749 to 
work as a missionary. He began his 
ministry in what is now California in 
1769, eventually establishing nine 
missions and evangelizing local Indians 
before his death in 1784.

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Mother 
says role 
is a miracle

SCRIPPS RANCH — “‘I wanted the 
whole world to know I was a mom,”’ said 
Becky D’Aoust, describing her pride as 
she carried 9-month-old Kimberley into 
church on Mother’s Day 1986. The 
mother and child each sported an orchid 
corsage grown by Becky’s father. 

She and her husband Jim had adopted 
Kimberley through Catholic Community 
Services’ Maternalinfant Services 
Department. 

As this Mother’s Day approaches, 
Becky said she will carry a child under 
each arm at St. Gabriel Church, Poway, 
and wear a corsage on each shoulder to 
celebrate her joy in being mom to two 
girls. 

Julie joined the family March 4 when 
the couple received the infant through 
CCS a day after her birth. Her birth 
mother had said ‘‘good-bye’’ in the 
hospital nursery, Becky said. 

‘‘Adoption is a miracle; birth is a 
miracle. Not being able to conceive and 
still receiving a child is a miracle,’’ Becky 
said. 

That ‘‘miracle’’ materialized for Jim 
and Becky when they learned a birth 
mother had selected them to be the 
parents of her child. 

“Jim started calling me ‘the chosen 
one,’ ’’ Becky said, her large blue eyes 
sparkling. ‘‘I was ecstatic.’’ 

Two days later the couple was called to 
the office of Sister Barbara Welliver, 
CHS, director of CCS adoption services. 

Kimberley’s birth mother presented 
her 13-day-old baby to Becky with words 
that would change the lives of two 
families: ‘‘ ‘Here is your daughter,’ ”’ 
Becky recalled. 

“‘She felt so good about our happiness. 
She felt she was doing the right thing,”’ 
Becky said. 

She recalled the baby’s welcome to 
their Scripps Ranch home. Friends, who 
had gathered in their front yard, hailed 
the family’s arrival that Jim announced 
by honking his auto horn a half block 
away. 

‘“‘The baby was the only one not 
crying,’’ Becky said. 

She recalled her feelings the next time 


-she prayed before the statue of Mary in 


church: ‘‘I felt the missing piece was 
found and I was whole.”’ 

Becky does not consider parenting an 
adopted child different from raising one’s 
own. ‘‘Love creates the bond, not the 
biological process. God can make a family 
many ways; I’m their mom in terms of 
commitment,”’ she said. 

When the girls begin to question their 
identity, Becky said she will explain their 
adoption and read their birth mothers’ 
letters to them — messages that reassure 
the girls their placement in another home 
was motivated by love. 

Kimberley will also receive a gift from 
her birth mother, a blanket she crocheted 
during her pregnancy. 

Although Becky and Jim have not met 
Julie’s birth mother who selected them, 
they look forward to this meeting ‘‘when 
she is ready. Her needs are primary. My 
needs are being met 100 percent,’’ Becky 
said, adding they have met Julie’s 
maternal grandmother. 

To Becky, who tried to conceive a child 
for seven years after her marriage, 
motherhood means  ‘‘always having 
someone there you love ... giving up your 
privacy ... an opportunity to give back all 
the love, traditions and experiences I was 
given from my parents.’’ 

‘Only through your own child can you 
re-create all the good things you’ve had in 
your life,’’ the 36-year-old mother said. 

‘“‘’m thankful for birth mothers,’’ so 
often stigmatized by society, she said. 
‘They have given the gift of life. I feel a 
spiritual bond’’ with them. “They have 
answered our prayers.”

birth mother’s relinquishment of her child 
as soon as she is medically discharged 
from the hospital,’’ she said. Attorneys 
for an independent adoption cannot 
accept this relinquishment, and state law 
permits the birth mother to change her 
mind within a six-month period, she 
added. 

CCS placed 24 babies in adoptive 
families last year. The majority were 
about two weeks old, the nun said. 

‘*Often the (unwed) mother needs time 
to decide’’ whether or not to keep her 
child; ‘‘she must deal with the separation. 
Occasionally the birth parents disagree 
and we have to free the baby from the 
father through legal means,”’ she said. 

During this period the baby receives 
temporary care from a family trained 
through CCS’ foster care program, Sister 
Welliver explained. 

In an open adoption, birth mothers 
select a family from information the 
department compiles during its screening 


program of people who apply to adopt a — 


child, she said. Often birth mothers, of 
whom 75 percent are Catholics, ‘‘request 
a practicing Catholic family’’ for their 
child. 

The screening process for adoptive 
couples includes an orientation meeting, 
individual and couple interviews, a home 
visit and adoption seminars conducted by 
Sister Welliver and department case 
workers, the director said. 

The waiting list for applicants 
approved by CCS’ adoption agency never 
exceeds 25 families. Most of them receive 
a child within a year after completing the 
home-study phase of the screening 
process, the director said. 

However, the agency has many 
applicants waiting to be listed. ‘“We take 
adoptive parents according to the needs of 
the program,’’ she said, adding the 
agency currently needs ‘‘a black adoptive 
family for a birth mother.”’ 

Fees for adoptive parents, ranging 
between. $3,000 and $5,000, are 
determined by a sliding scale, Sister 
Welliver said. 

In addition to the department’s 
adoption agency and foster care program, 
it also operates a Single Pregnant 
Women’s Progam to ‘‘nurture the 
pregnant woman and help her experience 
the months before birth in dignity,’’ 
according to a CCS news release. 

This free program, which assisted over 


400 mothers last year, assesses their 
emergency needs and provides 
counseling, medical referrals and 
instruction in areas such as pre-natal 
care, nutrition, childbirth and child care. 

Last year the department housed 
nearly 40 single adult pregnant women in 
its Maple Street residence. The facility 
can accommodate up to eight women, the 
director said, adding those under 18 are 
referred to foster homes or to the 
Salvation Army. 

‘Not many come to a Catholic agency 
to talk about abortion, unless they want to 
be talked out of it,’’ Sister Welliver said. 

‘We refer all Catholic pregnant girls to 
CCS; it gives her an option to carry her 
baby to term, knowing she can place the 
child in a good home, if she chooses,”’

Feeding, hydrating the comatose 


On Tuesday, April 12, a significant decision was made 
in a San Jose District Court regarding William Drabick, a 
44- year-old irreversibly comatose man. 

The District Court ruled that all life-support systems 
could be withdrawn from Drabick, and he can be allowed 
to starve to death. 

This decision will now await the decision of the state 
Supreme Court to see if it will hear an appeal, a ruling 
that may now take more than a year. 

What is the church’s position on the obligation to use 
nutrition and fluid to sustain the life of a patient who is no 
longer able to eat? 

There are generally two recent official positions on this 
question often cited: 

(1) The 1985 statement of the Pontifical Academy of 
Sciences: ‘‘If the patient is in a permanent coma, 
irreversible as far as it is possible to predict, treatment is 
not required but care, including feeding, must be 
provided,”’ 

(2) The 1986 statement of the New Jersey Catholic 
Conference of Bishops: ‘‘Catholic patients and their 
families, as well as care-givers, are obliged in all cases to 
accept, or to continue once begun, artificial medical 
measures that provide nutrition and hydration 
Nutrition and hydration ... should always be provided to 
the patient.”’ 

It is critical to recall the teaching of the 1980 
“‘Declaration on Euthanasia’’ of the Vatican 
Congregation of the Doctrine of the Faith. 

The declaration teaches that there is no moral 
obligation to use a measure that is very costly or 
burdensome to the patient, or if it does not offer 
substantial benefit. 

This assertion is reiterated in the recent statement by 
the Pro-Life Committee of the U.S. Catholic Conference: 

“‘Laws dealing with medical treatment may have to 
take account of exceptional circumstances where even 
means of providing nourishment may be too ineffective or 
burdensome to be obligatory.”’ 

What, then, is the clear operative moral standard held 
and taught by the church?

The normative s:noral standard is that there are certain 
circumstances in which the patient’s condition is so 
debilitated that any treatment would be futile; i.e, it 
would ‘prove so burdensome that it is non-obligatory. 

In such limited situations, the withholding of nutrition 
and hydration is designed not to hasten death by 
starvation or dehydration, but to spare the patient the 
prolongation of life when the patient can derive no benefit 
from such prolongation. 

In 1950, moral theologian Gerald Kelly, SJ, taught that 
no one is obliged to use any means, natural or artificial, if 
it does not offer a reasonable hope of success in 
overcoming that person’s condition. 

Father Kelly specifically applied this teaching to the use 
of oxygen or intravenous feeding to sustain life in the so- 
called ‘‘hopeless’’ cases. 


In light of the Drabick situation, Kelly deserves a full 


hearing: 

“T see no reason why even the most delicate 
professional standard should call for their use (oxygen and 
intravenous feeding). In fact, it seems to me that, apart 
from very special circumstances, the artificial means not 
only need not, but should not be used, once the coma is 
reasonably diagnosed as terminal.’’ 

In light of Father Kelly’s teaching and the teaching in 

the Vatican declaration, it is a reasonable moral 
conclusion that in Catholic moral theology no means, 
including food or water, can be said to be absolutely 
obligatory, regardless of the patient’s status. 
' The current climate in California, which tends too 
easily to regard life as useless when suffering becomes 
unbearable, certainly speaks to the need to be extremely 
cautious in these cases. 

However, moral prudence and ethical caution should 
not lead us to conclude that the use of intravenous 
feeding/hydration is always obligatory, no matter what 
the condition is of the patient.

When Mary and Joseph found their 
adolescent son teaching in the temple 
after a frantic three-day search for him, 
the evangelist Luke records that ‘‘Jesus 
went down with them and came to 
Nazareth and was obedient to them; and 
his mother kept all these things in her 
heart.’’ 

A mother keeps many things in her 
heart, and so do her children. As 
Mother’s Day, May 8, approaches, adult 
children ponder the many things in their 
own hearts as they skim greeting card 
sentiments and tarry at the shopping 
malls in that fruitless search for the 
greeting and the gift that says it all. 

This Mother’s Day will be a first for 
me. Oh, I’ve been a mother for 15 years 
now. But I’ve been a motherless child 
only four months. And so, this Mother’s 
Day, my heart is both full and empty — 
full of photographs and memories, and 
empty because there’s one less card to 
mail, one less gift, one less phone call, one 
less visit, one less embrace, one less 
inquiry about my health and happiness. 
One less. 

I was her first child, numero uno, as I 
liked to remind my younger brother and 
sister. Now, they like to remind me that I 
am the oldest. I am also the only one who 
can remember when she was healthy. 
When I was 6 years old, my mother 
became an insulin-dependent diabetic. 
That was 33 years ago. Her life was never 
the same after that and neither was ours. 

For 33 years, she injected herself daily 
with insulin. She was a brittle diabetic. 
Her blood sugar rose and fell 
unpredictably, and she spent countless 
days in the hospital when I was a child. 
There were many days at home when 
exhaustion overwhelmed her. But she 
kept getting up and going forward. 

Shortly after the diagnosis that 
eventually became a death sentence, my 


mother decided to return to school to earn 
her high school diploma. She had 
dropped out of school in her early teens to 
help support her mother and six younger 
brothers and sisters. 

She would come home from night 
school, so full of enthusiasm . and 
excitement, especially about the world of 
reading and writing. Her enthusiasm 
spilled over into my mind, and I was not 
above reminding her on languid summer 
days spent reading in the shade: ‘‘I can’t 


set the table yet, just two more’ 
paragraphs.”’ 
My mother, and my father too, 


educated me in the ways of the Catholic 
faith as well. We listened and prayed 
along with Father Peyton on his radio 
broadcast. There were regular shuttles 
between our home and church on Sunday 
mornings to meet the commitments of 


family members — the children’s choir, 


usher, altar server, those processions on 
Sunday afternoons for Advent, Forty 
Hours devotion, and the May procession. 
I think I racked up a few miles marching 
around in our parish church in those 
days. ; 

Too often there were shuttles between 
home and the hospital when the diabetes 
got out of control. By the time I was in 
high school, my mother had decided to 
begin college studies. She went to school, 
worked’ in the publications office, took 
care of us and had a heart attack two 
months before graduation from junior 
college. 

My mother was always concerned 
about the poor and the outcast. I never 
heard her utter a racial epithet or 
derogatory remark about people of 
different colors and creeds. 

One time she joined fellow students in a 
march down Colorado Boulevard in 
support of the voting rights drive in 
Selma, Ala. She marched along with 
students young enough to be her children.

Diocese to help aliens 
establish residency

SAN DIEGO — With the deadline for 
legalized status for eligible illegal aliens 
expired, except for farm workers, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher has stressed that the 
Diocese of San Diego, which helped 
thousands apply for amnesty, ‘‘remains 
committed to serving the needs of 
migrants recently released from the 
shadows.”’ , 

Bishop Maher said May 2, two days 
before the deadline expired May 4, that 
the diocesan Catholic Community 
Services Resettlement/Immigration office 
‘‘plans to obtain public and private sector 
resources to provide English—language 
training, employment services and 
immigration counseling to persons 
granted temporary residence who now 
move toward establishing permanent 
residency and citizenship.”’ 

The Immigration Reform and Control 
Act of 1986 gave people who have resided 
illegally in the United States since before 
Jan. 1, 1982, until May 4 this year to 
apply for legal status and temporary 
residence. 

Speaking at a press conference at CCS 
Resettlement/Immigration Office on 
Mission Gorge Place, Bishop Maher said 
CGS has been an advocate for the rights 
of these people. 

The CCS legalization assistance 
program was designated by the U.S. 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
as a qualified entity to assist eligible 
persons in the application process. 

The bishop announced that staff and 
volunteers of the CCS _ legalization 
assistance program are continuing to 
assist applicants obtain documentation, 
photos, fingerprints and other items 


needed for a completed application. 

Those who submitted their applications 
for legalization by the deadline have 60 
days to complete their applications. 

Bishop Maher announced at the May 2 
press conference that five CCS 
legalization assistance centers throughout 
the diocese were to be open until 
midnight on May 4 to accommodate last- 
minute applicants. 

As of May 2, more then 20,000 
immigrants had been helped by the CCS’ 
legalization program through its 13 
centers around the diocese since the effort 
began last May, Bishop Maher reported. 

But those numbers were increasing. 
Dr. Robert Moser, assistant director of 
the legalization program, said May 2 the 
numbers of persons applying during the 
last few days before the deadline have 
tripled. 

“Gwen Plank, director, said the paid 
and volunteer staff were tired but pleased 
with the results thus far and are willing to 
continue their efforts. 

Bishop Maher said he thought the 
amnesty bill needed to go on for another 
year. Too many who could be eligible will 
not have applied by the May 4 deadline, 
he said, adding, ‘‘the problem will still be 
with us.”’ 

The U.S. Catholic Conference joined 
with others in an unsuccessful effort April 
27 to get the Senate to extend the deadline 
to Nov. 30, the deadline for agricultural 
workers. 

Nationally, 1.2 million to 1.6 million 
had applied through the final week of the 
program, but it was estimated when it 


began last year that 2 million to 4 million 


might be eligible. 

Application cost and complexity and 
confusion about eligibility have been 
citied as reasons that might have kept 
people from applying.

realized she was having an_ insulin 
reaction. She spotted a young black man 
beginning to unwrap a Mounds bar and 
snatched it from him, explaining between 
bites, ‘‘I’m a diabetic.”’ 


His startled look vanished and his face 
melted into a smile as he noticed the other 
marchers with placards in hand. ‘“That’s 
okay, maam. You can have the whole 
thing.”’ 

I remember the day in my senior year 
of high school when my mother opened 
the mail and learned that my collegé 
scholarship had been granted. She 
couldn’t wait for me to get home, so she 
took the bus to my high school and broke 
the good news. 

Somehow our relationship survived the 
ultimate test of the mother-daughter 
relationship — wedding preparations. 
Both the wedding and the marriage were 
a success. She delighted in the four 
grandchildren that followed, but she 
grieved that her declining health 
prevented her from enjoying them as 
much and as often as she would have 
liked. 

Her health began its final downward 
spiral six years ago when she fell in the 
hospital after corneal transplant surgery 
and broke her hip. She never moved 
quickly again, and a few years later, after 
breaking her other hip and pelvis, she 
became too frightened of falling and 
settled into a wheelchair. When our 
daughter, then 3, saw her in it for the first 
time, she could only ask innocently, ‘‘Is 
that grandmother’s new bicycle?”’ 

The cruelest blow came when my 
mother went blind. She never went 
completely blind, but she was no longer 
able to read or write, even with glasses 
that made her look as though her eyes 
were underwater. Talking books and 
tapes were no substitute, and we fretted 
that she just lay in bed much of the time.

At my mother’s knee — memories to keep 


diminished her awareness. When the 
ambulance attendants brought her home 
from the hospital for the last time and 
gently moved her from the gurney to the 
hospital bed in my parents’ second - 
bedroom, I said, ‘‘Mom, you’re home 
now.”’ 


‘‘Thank God,’’ she said in a 
surprisingly strong voice. We all smiled 
wanly. 


The last few months of her life seemed 
like a slow crucifixion of sorts. Her cross 
was the hospital bed; her nails were the 
tubes and needles that fed and medicated 
her. She became a sacrament of suffering 
to me. I sought refuge in contemplation of 
the crucified Jesus, knowing that her 
suffering, like his, was not bereft of 
meaning, and that God works through the 
suffering and the powerless. 

I had rehearsed her death a thousand 
times in my mind last year so that when 
the end came Dec. 29, 1987, I could not 
weep. We had driven up to see her that 
day, and after dinner, I went into the 
bedroom to check on her. She was too 
still. ‘‘Vaya con Dios, go with God, 
mother. You’re home now.”’ I think that 
says it all.

RANCHO PENASQUITOS — 
Responding to a request by Bishop Leo 
T. Maher, many local parishes have 
begun evangelization programs aimed at 
non-practicing Catholics and the 
unchurched. However, who welcomes the 
newcomer once he or she comes to 
church? 

To respond to this need, Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel parish, Rancho 
Penasquitos, began the Newcomer 
Shepherding Program six months ago. 

The program was implemented to 
“‘reach out to new members and shepherd 
them in from the outer fringes of 
membership into the circle of fellowship 
and eventually into the ministry of their 
choice,’’ explained Kathleen Evans. She 
and her husband founded the program. 

Each month about 25-30 new members 
join the parish, which consists of about 
2,000 households, she said. The parish’s 
growing numbers prevented Msgr. 
Henry Fawcett, pastor, from meeting 
individually with new members. 

Inspired by an Old Testament passage 
in which Moses’ father-in-law tells him he 
cannot deal with so many by himself, 
Kathleen and her husband developed a 
plan designed to welcome newcomers in a 
personal way, she said. 

“We realized that even though we were 
big, we couldn’t be discouraged by 
numbers. What we needed to do was look 
at an organization that would allow us to 
deal with the growing population,”’ said 
Evans. 

The program runs under a carefully 
designed organization of leadership and 
teamwork from the pastor to the 
coordinators (the Evans’), regional 
leaders, area captains and to shepherding 
teams, each made up of two people. 

Evans explained the process begins 
once the newcomer has filled out a sign- 
up card available at the church. The 
newcomer then receives a welcome letter 
from the parish office followed by a phone

VATICAN CITY — Vatican officials 
were to travel to Czechoslovakia in late 
April to finalize an agreement on bishop 
appointments there, an informed Vatican 
source said. 

Czechoslovakia’s religious affairs 
minister, Vladimir Janku, said April 27 


“that the government had approved the 


Vatican’s nomination of two auxiliary 
bishops for the Archdiocese of Prague and 
an apostolic administrator for the 
Archdiocese of Trnava, according to a 
report in the Italian Catholic newspaper 
Avvenire. 

Janku did not say who the appointees 
would be. His remarks were reportedly 
made in a statement to the official 
Czechoslovakian news agency. 

A Czechoslovakian source with close ties 
to the church in that country confirmed the 
report. 

The Vatican press office said April 28 
that two church diplomats, Archbishop 
Francesco Colasuonno and Father John 
Bukovsky, would travel the following day 
to Prague, the Czechoslovakian capital, to 
discuss the three appointments. 
Archbishop Colasuonno is the Vatican’s 
special envoy to East European countries.

‘‘Japan is a unique witness of the truth 
that there can only be one path for the 
human family to follow: the path of peace,”’ 
the pope told Teruo Kosugi, Japan’s new 
ambassador to the Vatican, April 29. 

“‘Out of the ruins of the Second World 
War, your country has risen to remarkable 
heights. of economic achievement’”’ and 
currently is ‘‘one of the principal agents of 
economic and technological progress,’’ the 
pope said. : 

‘‘Herein lies a great opportunity and 
challenge to promote human and spiritual 
values so as to contribute effectively to the 
advent of a true peace, founded upon a 
sense of the dignity of every human being, 
upon the recognition of basic human.

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Parents struggle with 
drinking-at-parties issue 


Dear Bob, 

I ran into a question a few days back 
which has been troubling me quite a bit. I 
guess I should begin by telling you I am a 
parent of a teen-ager. The question I’ve 
been facing has to do with a birthday 
party a friend of mine is planning for her 
child’s 17th birthday. 

It seems that the teen asked if beer 
could be served at the party, under the 
parent’s supervision. My friend, fearing 
that the kids would simply plan their own 
party somewhere where they could drink, 
decided to poll the parents of the intended 
guests. The ‘‘beer proposal’? came out 
something like this: 

e Parents would have to sign a release 
allowing their children to attend. 

e Participants would be served only 
two beers during the party and soft drinks 
would be available throughout the event. 

© No guest would be served any beer 
an hour prior to the end of the evening to 
insure their sobriety upon leaving the 
party. 

e The girls would be spending the 
night. 

Given the fact that kids do drink 
without parental knowledge, consent or 
supervision, it seems futile to blanketly 
state: NO DRINKING. The conditions 
outlined»for this party seem to be well 
thought out and encourage responsible 
behavior. On the other hand, underage 
drinking is illegal. Allowing our kids to 
drink may actually encourage them 
toward further drinking. 

I need some good opinions... 


Dear INSGO, 

There are so many things I want to say 
in response. I guess the best place to start 
is with more questions. 

Why does this young person consider it 
necessary to have alcohol served at the 
party? Does serving alcohol elevate the 
status of this event from birthday party 
(think cake and ice cream) to adult 
entertainment? If so, will two beers be 
considered sufficient, given the conditions 
outlined? 

What message will the participants take 
concerning their parents’ regard for the

law? What opinions will they form about 
parents who do not allow their own 
children to serve alcohol at their parties? 

What attitudes about drinking will be 
reinforced? Will drinking be seen as 


mature, acceptable, safe, healthy, 
sophisticated entertainment? Is is likely 
that young people will use this experience 
to further rationalize the use of alcohol 
without parental consent: ‘‘If it’s okay 
when they watch, why isn’t it when they 
don’t’’? 

I am afraid what you are trying to teach 
is not what is actually being taught. Is 
there a way to responsibly break the law? 
(if there is I’m sure extenuating 
circumstances would be far more 
pressing!) 

I realize that this party is an attempt to 
deal with a complex issue in a responsible 
manner, and I commend you and the 
parents of this youth for your willingness 
to examine both sides of the issue. It is 
obvious that you care a great deal about 
your children and all teen-agers. Having 
said that, I must say, please don’t do it! 

I share your concern that young people 
learn to drink responsibly. The primary 
way to teach this is through modeling 
appropriate behavior. 

Do we or do our frineds drink and 
drive? Do all (even most) of the social 
functions we host for adults (or families) 
include drinking? Do we drink for 
relaxation in the evenings, in front of the 
TV and at sporting events? 

In short, how big a role does alcohol 


play in our lives? What type of message. 


are we sending our kids? What we do 
should reflect what we say. 

Discussion of this topic should begin 
early in elementary school and continue 
throughout the teen-age years. Even so, it 
is never too late to begin. Children should 
be allowed to change their habits. That in 
itself is pretty tough. It requires that we 
listen without being defensive, and that 
we answer with appropriate actions.

While this seems to contradict the theme I 
have been carrying, I think it still stresses 
responsible behavior, concerned 
parenting, respect for the law and open 
communication.

Las didcesis catdlicas de Baja y Alta California han 
sufrido un aumento en los esfuerzos de varias sectas 
fundamentalistas para atraer a catdlicos hispanos que 
viven en los dos paises.

Catholic evangelization. ‘‘People hunger 
for the word of God. Catholics need to 
visit homes to spread God’s word,”’’ she 
said. 

Some parishes already had begun such 
efforts. 

Church of the Resurrection in 
Escondido received a three-year grant of 
$45,000 from the National Office of 
Catholic Evangelization in Washington, 
D.C. to be shared by parishes of the 
Escondido Deanery participating in 
evangelization programs for Spanish- and 
English-speaking persons. 

The program at Resurrection began 
swith a workshop in January entitled, 
‘*The Catholic Church in America: The 
Sleeping Giant of Evangelization,”’ 
conducted by Paulist Father Alvin Illig of 
the National Office of Catholic 
Evangelization. 

Father Roger Lechner, pastor of 
Resurrection parish, hopes 
evangelization ‘‘will become a process 
rather than a program.”’ 

The goal, he said, is threefold: to 
evangelize the Catholic people, those who 
have fallen away from the church, and 
finally those with no religion. 

Michael McIntyre, Resurrection 
parish director of Primary 
Evangelization, said he hopes to have a 
large enough evangelization team to one 
day contact every residence within the 
parish boundaries. ‘‘We want people to 
know we are concerned about them,’’ he 
said. 

For its Hispanic evangelization effort, 
the parish has received Spanish 
evangelization brochures from Father 
Illig’s office. 

To raise public awareness about the 
evangelization program, bumper stickers 
and key rings, featuring the theme in 
English and Spanish ‘‘Resurrection is 
Calling You Home’’ (‘‘Resureccion te 
llama a casa’’), have been distributed to

Father Lechner said Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez has asked Resurrection 
parish to work out a viable parish 
evangelization plan for Hispanics that 
could be a model for other parishes.

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provide training for those who participate 
in the plan, he said. 

A group of Spanish-speaking lay 
persons of the parish recently completed a 
seminar, focusing on the Bible and on 
evangelization, on what it means to be a 
Catholic. It was conducted by Sister 
Alicia Sarre, RSCJ, who works in the 
diocesan Office of Hispanic 
Evangelization. 

Those participants, who will soon 
receive their certificates of completion, 
have displayed their desire to share their 
faith, Father Lechner said. 

This ‘‘revitalization of the Catholic 
Church,’’ as Father Lechner called it, is 
already in progress at many parishes. 

St. Anne Church in San Diego began 
an evangelization program over a year 
ago. 

Eight parishioners received certificates 
from Bishop Chavez after completing the 
training program conducted by Sister 
Sarre. 

St. Anne’s is 90 percent Hispanic and 
has a large active charismatic group, 
according to Father Robert Nikliborc, 
pastor. Their program, he said, has been 
well received. 

The program at St. Anne’s begins with 
a weekly name taking of those people, 
especially the sick and elderly that would 
like to be visited. Prayer services are held 
in the home, rosaries are said in 
observance of the Marian year and Father 
Nikliborc says a blessing. 

Names of family members who do not 


' attend church are also taken to encourage 


participation. Door-to-door visits are 
accompanied by a booklet which contains 
a schedule of services the parish offers, 
such as religious education classes for 


children, and the ‘‘Catholic Manual 
Today.”’ 
Father Nikliborc said ‘‘there is a 


greater response of people returning to 
the church through the CCD program.” 

St. Anne’s religious education program 
meets Saturday mornings for four hours 
and includes a special children-parent 
Mass, which alternates in Spanish and 
English. 

The evangelization program at St. 
Anne’s is now an important focus for 
many, Father Nikliborc said. 

The Hispanic community in several 
parishes has become involved in a door- 
to-door evangelization program called 
‘*Visitadores por Cristo.”’ 

‘Visitors for Christ’’ was started in 
1980 by a team of three. Of the original 
three, Guadalupe Huerta remains, along 
with three others who assist in the 
training of the visitors. 

Aspiring visitors must go through a

quest by Bishop Leo T. Maher, urging all parishes to begin 
evangelization programs to combat proselytism by non- 
Catholic sects. Resurrection parish has been granted $45,000 
by the Paulist national office of evangelization for its program. 


12-week training program where they 
learn the basics of Catholic faith, Huerta 
said. Vatican II and changes in the 
church are explained, she added. 
Participants are taught how to talk to 


people and how to invite people back to — 


the church, she explained. 

Once training is completed, the visitors 
will go door-to-door -handing out 
pamphlets that describe church services 
and social services available in their 
community. Visitors will also give their 
own testimony of their experience in the 
church and answer any questions that 
might arise. 

A basic manual put together by Huerta 
serves as a reference guide for the visitors. 
They are encouraged to meet once a 
month to evaluate the program, ask 
questions and plan visits. 

There are 15 parishes in the diocese 
that have held training programs for those 
interested in becoming ‘‘Visitadores por 
Cristo,’’ although Huerta said not all of 
the 15 parishes have taken action. 

According to Max Nunez, 
‘‘Visitadores por Cristo’’ coordinator for 
the North County, St. Francis parish in 
Vista has. 19 visitors, 14 of whom are 
active. 

Through a parish bulletin 
announcement and word of mouth, the 
visitors receive calls from parishioners 
and non-parishioners who would like 
someone to ‘‘share the word of God, to 
pray with them or counsel them about 
such things as the sacraments,’’ said 
Nunez. 

A letter is also distributed inviting 
people to participate in the parish 
activities and warning them of the actions 
of non-Catholic evangelical groups. 

‘‘We are not a big movement but I like 
it because it is a mission where we can go 
into the homes,’’ said Nunez. ‘‘But it’s 
not easy.” 

Alejandrina Villar, area coordinator 
for Lemon Grove and Santee, said there 
are 24 visitors in the area. Some go door- 
to door, while others visit people in 
convalescent homes, jails and even travel 
to Tijuana. 

‘‘We tell the people we are Catholic 
and show them our card which (gives) our 
name and parish,”’ explained Villar. 

Villar said pamphlets are handed out 
explaining the sacraments and 
information about the church. 

Huerta feels ‘‘Visitadores por Cristo”’ 
is a valuable program to the community. 
Programs like the ‘‘Visitadores por 
Cristo’’ and those still being organized, 
she said, seek to bring the church to the 
people as well as bring people to the 
church.
